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AN ACT concerning wildlife.

Be it enacted by the People of the State of Illinois,

represented in the General Assenbly:

Section 5. The WIldlife Code is anended by changing

Sections 2.25 and 2.26 as foll ows:

(520 ILCS 5/2.25) (fromCh. 61, par. 2.25)

Sec. 2.25. It shall be unlawful for any person to take
deer except (i) with a shotgun or nuzzleloading rifle or (i)
as provided by admnistrative rule, with a bow and arrow, or
crossbow devi ce for handi capped persons as defined in Section
2.33, during the open season that of-net-nore-than-14-days
whieh will be set annually by the Director between-the--dates
of - Novenber - 1st - and- Decenber - 31st ; - bot h-+ nel ust ve.

It shall be unlawful for any person to take deer except
with a bow and arrow, or crossbow device for handicapped
persons (as defined in Section 2.33), during the open season
for bow and arrow set annually by the D rector between--the
dat es- of - Sept enber - 1st - and- January- 31st ; - bot h-t nel ust ve.

It shall be unlawful for any person to take deer except
with (i) a nuzzleloading rifle, or (ii) bow and arrow, or
crossbow devi ce for handi capped persons as defined in Section
2.33, during the open season for nuzzleloading rifles set
annual ly by the Director.

The Director shall cause an administrative rule setting
forth the prescribed rules and regul ati ons, including bag and
possession |limts and those counties of the State where open
seasons are established, to be published in accordance wth
Sections 1.3 and 1.13 of this Act.

The Departnment is authorized to establish a separate
harvest period at specific sites wwthin the State for the

purpose of harvesting surplus deer that cannot be taken
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during the regular season provided for the taking of deer.
This season shall be restricted to gun or bow and arrow
hunti ng only and-shall-be-establtshed- duri ng--the--pert od- - of
Septenber---1st---to---February--15th;--both--tnelustve. The
Departnent shall publish suitable prescribed rules and
regul ations established by admnistrative rule pertaining to
managenent restrictions applicable to this special harvest
program

Sec. 2.26. Any person attenpting to take deer shal
first obtain a "Deer Hunting Permt" in accordance with
prescribed regulations set forth in an Admnistrative Rule.
Deer Hunting Permts shall be issued by the Departnent. The
fee for a Deer Hunting Permt to take deer wth either bow
and arrow or gun shall not exceed $15.00 for residents of the
State. The Department may by adm nistrative rule provide for
non-resident deer hunting permts for which the fee will not
exceed $100 except as provided below for non-r esi dent
| andowners. Permts shall be issued w thout charge to:

(a) Illinois Ilandowners residing in Illinois who
own at |east 40 acres of Illinois land and wish to hunt
their |l and only,

(b) resident tenants of at least 40 acres of
commercial agricultural |land where they will hunt, and

(c) shareholders of a corporation which owns at
| east 40 acres of land in a county in Illinois who w sh
to hunt on the corporation's land only. One permt shal
be issued w thout charge to one sharehol der for each 40
acres of land owmmed by the corporation in a county;
however, the nunber of permts issued without charge to

shar ehol ders of any corporation in any county shall not
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exceed 15.

Bona fide |andowners or tenants who do not wi sh to hunt
only on the |l and they own, rent or |ease or shareholders who
do not wish to hunt only on the | and owned by the corporation
shall be <charged the sane fee as the applicant who is not a
| andowner, tenant or shareholder. Nonresidents of Illinois
who own at |east 40 acres of land and wish to hunt on their
|l and only shall be charged a fee set by adm nistrative rule.
The nmethod for obtaining these permts shall be prescribed by
adm ni strative rule.

The deer hunting permt issued without fee shall be valid
on all farm | ands which the person to whomit is issued owns,
| eases or rents, except that in the case of a permt issued
to a shareholder, the permt shall be wvalid on all |ands
owned by the corporation in the county.

The Departnent nay set aside, in accordance with the
prescribed regulations set forth in an adm nistrative rul e of
the Departnent, a limted nunber of Deer Hunting Permts to
be available to persons providing evidence of a contractual
arrangenment to hunt on properties controlled by a bona fide
I[Ilinois outfitter. The nunber of available permts shall be
based on a percentage of unfilled permts remaining after the
previous year's lottery. Eligible outfitters shall be those
havi ng nenbership in, and accreditation conferred by, a
pr of essi onal association of outfitters approved by the
Department. The associ ation shall be responsible for setting
prof essional standards and codes of conduct for its
menber shi p, subject to Departnmental approval. |In addition to
t he fee normally charged for resident and nonresident
permts, a reservation fee not to exceed $200 shall be
charged to the outfitter for each permt set aside in
accordance wth this Act. The reservation fee shall be
deposited into the WIldlife and Fi sh Fund.

The standards and specifications for use of guns and bow
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and arrow for deer hunting shall be est abl i shed by
adm nistrative rule.

No person nay have in his possession while hunting deer

any type of gqun firearmnot authorized by the appropriate

admnistrative rule requlating that deer hunting activity.

for-a-speetfte-hunting- season- when-t aki ng- deer -

Persons having a firearmdeer hunting permt shall be
permtted to take deer only during the period from 1/2 hour
before sunrise to sunset, and only during those days for
whi ch an open season is established for the taking of deer by
use of shotgun or nuzzle loading rifle.

Persons having an archery deer hunting permt shall be
permtted to take deer only during the period from 1/2 hour
before sunrise to 1/2 hour after sunset, and only during
t hose days for which an open season is established for the
taki ng of deer by use of bow and arrow

It shall be unlawful for any person to take deer by use
of dogs, horses, autonobiles, aircraft or other vehicles, or
by the wuse of salt or bait of any kind. An area is
considered as baited during the presence of and for 10
consecutive days follow ng the renoval of bait.

It shall be wunlawful to possess or transport any wld
deer which has been injured or killed in any manner upon a
public highway or public right-of-way of this State unless
exenpted by adm nistrative rule.

Persons hunting deer nust have gun unloaded and no bow
and arrow device shall be carried wth the arrowin the
nocked position during hours when deer hunting is unlawful.

It shall be unlawful for any person, having taken the
legal |imt of deer by gun, to further participate with gun
in any deer hunting party.

It shall be unlawful for any person, having taken the
legal |imt of deer by bow and arrow, to further participate

with bow and arrow in any deer hunting party.

The Departnment may prohibit upland ganme hunting during
the gun deer season by adm nistrative rule.

It shall be legal for handi capped persons, as defined in
Section 2.33, to utilize a crossbow device, as defined in
Departnent rules, to take deer.

Any person who violates any of the provisions of this
Section, including admnistrative rules, shall be guilty of a
Cl ass B m sdeneanor.
